AT THE CAPITAL.

Ever since the announcement of the 
Committees there have been many com- 
plaining members. Speaker Carlisle has 
however done well, is the general ver- 
dict, and from the make-up of the Com- 
mittees dispatch oi business may be 
looked for in the way of early reports 
from the Committees. The members of 
the present Congress who served in tbe 
last Congress have fared well in the aa- 
signmenti, and in almost every instance 
stand high up in their Committees. In 
order to give the Committees an oppor- 
tunity to organiae and have bills assigned 
to the individual membera and adjourn- 
ment was taken immediately after the 
announcement on Thursday until Mon- 
day. There is no want of material in 
the way of bills to act on, as there have 
been nearly 3000 already introduced, 
there being 902, introduced the first day 
that the House met after the holidays. 
Many of these are bills that have been 
introduced every Congress for years past 
and most of them will share the same 
fate this year that they have in the past — 
die in committee. Some few unjust bills 
of a private character managed to escape 
the close scrutiny usually given them and 
are approved, but considering the num- 
ber without merit that are introduced 
very few pass. The Committee on 
Claims this session however it composed 
of men of experience in these affairs, 
some of them having been on the same 
Committee last Congress and they will 
see thit no bill savoring of jobbery gets 
out of the Committee room. Lanham of 
Texas ia Hie Chairman and at he is one 
of the most active and sterling members 
of the House, promptness, thoroughness, 
and strict integrity are expected to char- 
acterise the work of that very important 
Committee. 

In the Senate John Sherman made his 
tariff speech as I stated in a previous 
letter he would probably do. It was a 
strong argument of its kind and severely 
criticised the President’s recommenda- 
tions as contained in his message, but it 
received a close dissection at the hands 
of Senator Voorbees. The closest at- 
tention was given by all tlie Senators 
present and by the crowded galleries, and 
the verdict seemed to be that Voorbees 
reply added very much to his prospects 
for second place on the ticket. The con- 
test between the gladiators has just be- 
gun but they are fast warming up to the 
importance of the subject and before 
Isng will be dealing telling blows in be- 
half ot their respective sides. 

A strong effort will be made this session 
to pass the Blair Educational bill. The 
members, especially from the South, are 
receiving many letters urging them to 
vote for it, and the advocates of the bill 
are claiming that unless the House will 
pass it the States of Virginia and North 
Carolina will both be lost to the Demo- 
crats. The Democratic members how- 
ever from these States are not ready to 
admit that such is the case. What they 
are mostly interested in is Ihe repeal of 
the tobacco tax, aud they argue that the 
failure to pass such a repealing act will 
more than anything else draw from the 
parties’ strength in those States. The 
advocates of the measure to repeal the 
tax are rapidly gaining strength in the 
House and as many Republicans favor 
such legislation, the passage of the bill 
may be looked for. 

No bills have been reported on as yet 
by the Committees and although many 
important measures have been intro- 
duced still as they are very much modi- 
fied or altered in Committee before being 
brought before the House for action, it is 
exceedingly difficult to give any reliable 
expression of the sentiment that may ex- 
ist coitcerning them. Certain it is that 
the whole Democratic side of tlie House is 
willing to make material changes in ex- 
isting laws favorable to the people gener- 
ally, and the Republicans say that they 
do not propose to be overshadowed in 
that particular by their opponents. H.

TIfeA Proper Way of FoeUloc and Propar*

The must profitable kinds of poultry 
to raise for tiie iioliday m.arkct are tur- 
keys and geese. Turkeys are much 
more in demand than get.se as the 
American people invariably use turkeys 
for their holiday dinners. Tbe Ger- 
mans ure only geese. The best age to 
kill for the huliday trade is from eigiit 
to ten months old. which is abuut the 
time the birds get their full growth. 
At this age hen turkeys will weigh 
from ten to fourteen pounds; goblers 
from' eighteen to twenty-five pounds 
each. C^-asionally goblers of the large 
Bronze variety will wei^h from twenty- 
eight to thirty-fire pounds, and two- 
year-olds bare weighed over forty 
{founds. Fur the holiday trade we 
commence fattening about one month 
before the time to kill, feeiling them 
heavily with oorn-meal mixed with 
water, or milk — which is better — ten 
days before killing. Previous to that 
they should have whole corn. Wefeeil 
from open boxes or troughs, allowing 
the binU full liberty to range, which 
gives them a better appetite than if 
confined. They seldom go far from 
their feeding place at that time of the 
year if they hare plenty of feed. The 
time to kill before the holidays de- 
pends upon how far they are from 
market and bow long it takes them to 
reach tbe consumer. They should be 
kept from feed ten or twelve hours be- 
fore killing, and ought not to be killed 
longer thiin five or six days before 
they are used, unles.s the weather is 
very cold. If kept frozen, they will 
keep well two weeks after being killed. 
The projier way to kill turkeys is to 
hang them np with their heads down, 
then with a abaiqi knife stick them 
through the neck close to the head. 
As sifon as the blofxl begins lo run, 
oommem-e picking. 'The large feathers 
should all be picked by tbe time tbe 
turkey is deail, as they come out mush 
more easily while bleeding. When
